Irrigation in New Mexico. 


tobert S. Porter, Superintendent 
of the Census has issued a bulletin 
giving an“outline of the results of 
inquiry into irrigation in New 
Mexico by F. H. Newell. ‘ihe 
statements are interesting to resi- 
dents of all irrigated countries as 
items of general irrigation prac- 
tice. It is stated that in New Mex- 
ico crops were raised by irrigation 
ian the census vear ending June 30, 
1890, on 91,745 acres, or 143.35 
Square miles, a little more than 
one-tenth of one per cent of the 
entire area of the territory. The 
aggregate number of farms was 
4,174 (not ineluding those of the 
Pueblo Indians), and of these 3,085, 
or nearly three-fourths, depended 
upon irrigation. The average size 
of irrigated farms, or rather of ir- 
rigated portion of farms, was 30 
acres. The irrigated farms have 
been classified as follows: Three ir- 
rigated farms of 640 acres or up- 
ward, 14 of whom 320 acres to 640 
acres, and 46 of from 160 to 320 
acres, These 63 farms contained 
an aveiage of about 312 acres each, 
and had a total area of 19,676 
acres, over one-fifth of the entire 
aniount watered in the territory. 
The remaining 3,022 farms, under 
160 acres in size, comprised nearly 
four-fifths of the total irrigated 
area, and averaged 24 acres each; 
that is to say, two per cent of the 
farmers of the territory owned 
over one-fifth of the productive 
land excluding the non-irrigated 
areas, and the remaining 98 per 
cent of irrigators cultivated farms 
whose average size was 24 acres. 

It is shown that the average first 
cost of water right is $5 58 per 
acre, and the average cost of pre- 
paring the soil fer cultivation, in- 
cluding the purchase price of <he 
land, is $12 96 per acre. The av- 
erage present value of theirrigated 
land of the territory, including 
buildings, etc., is reported as $50 98 
per acre, showing an apparent 
profit, less cost of buildings of 
$32 44 peracre. The average an- 
nual cost of water is $1 54 per 
acre, Which, deducted from the av- 
erage annual value of products per 
acre, leaves an average annual re- 
turn of $11 26 per acre.

in making butter by the latest process. 
The completion of the establishment 
has been delayed by storms, but it 
has been finished in reasonable time, 


ago. Itisavery neat and {complete 
establishment, the pioneer in this line 
and marks the inauguration of a home 
enterprise that should create a revo- 
lution in butter making and add ma- 
terially tothe prosperity of this sec- 
tion. 
THE CREAMERY. 
The building is a two-story, sub- 
stantial frame structure, located on 
the northeast corner of the ranch 
home premises, in a grove of cotton- 
wood trees that most effectually shade 
it on every side and make the spot as 
attractive asa picnic ground: A large 
ditch of running water adds an old- 
time charm to the milk-house and the 
ice-house in the basement add its ar- 
tificial cold to the low temperature 
secured by natural surroundings. 
The building in size is 30x40 feet, on 
4-inch studding, sheathed on the in- 
side and with the intermediate space 
filled with saw dust, while inside, 
the rooms are all lathed. and plas- 
tered and hard finished in a smooth, 
white coat of plaster.

The milk goes through the separator 
at the rate of 1,000 pounds an bour, 
and from this can be judged the ca- 
pacity of the creamery, which Mr. 
Gould informs the Gazerre can daily 
dispose of the product of 500 dairy 
cows. After the cream has been col- 
lected in sufficient quantity it is poured 

into a box churn, No 6 in size, and ca-

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room is located a stationary, 
zontal engine of 6-horse power, sup- 
plied with steam from a_ borizontal 
boiler of 8-horse power capacity. Both 
of these were built by Parke & Lacy 
of San Francisco and are models of 
neat construction, and all the shafting 
and gearing is a8 neat and trim as that 
of a sewing machine. The upper 
story of the building is to be finished 
for a cheese factory, which will bea 
part of the business as soon as the en- 
terprise is forwarded to-that point, A 
neat porch and awning surround the 
first story of the creamery, and this, 
with the numerous shade trees, makes 
the entire establishment as cool and 
inviting as the old-fashioned 
SPRING HOUSE OF NEW ENGLAND. 

Only on ‘Saturday last was the 
machinery put in° motion, and the 
creamery was started on the milk 
from forty cows of Mr. Gould’s dairy, 


twenty cows of Mrs. Higgins’ and 
sixteen cows of George Alt’s, or a total 
of 76 cows in all. Many others have 
applied, and Mr. Gould will have all 
the creamery can handle as soon as a 
market is established. This will bea 
matter of brief time if property mane 
aged, for the butter produced is of the 
very finest quality, and in appearance 
rivals any from the famous Point 
Reyes or Marin county dairies, and 
for cleanliness and uniform quality is 
far away and ahead of any made by 
the old fashioned methods. The cost 
of the creamery plant, Mr. Gould in- 
forms the Gazerrs, is about $4,000, 
up to the present time, which will be 
increased by the presses and apparatus 
for the cheese room. The entire 
building inside and out is finished in 
attractive style, well lighted and vent- 
ilated, and neatly painted, white on 
the inside andin neutral shades on 
the exterior. In fact, it is as neat and 
clean as a band-box, and its product 
will sell like hot-cakes wherever it 
may be marketed. 

The Gazerre, in order to give its 
readers a better idea of this new in- 
dustry, took its camera tothe cream- 
ery, from which is produced cuts of 
the interior showing the butter worker, 
churn, etc., and the exterior of the 
building, with a cut of a bowl of but- 
ter receiving the salt; also the West 
Chester butter worker. These illus- 
trations and the descriptive article 
will give the reader a correct knowl- 
edge of one of the most important 
industries ever started in this State, 
and one that is sure to yielda hand- 
some revenue to Mr. Gould, the enter- 
prising farmer who was far-sighted 
enough to inaugurate it.

History of the Great Explorer's

He Mecame Widely Known and 
Respected—Deserted by His 
Adopted Chiidren. 

Many New Orleans citizens remember 
Ilenry Hope Stanley, who adopted 
Stanley, the explorer, and) gave him 
his first upward start in-life. Very few; 
however, have any. recollection of Stan- 
ley, the famous traveler in Africa. 
Henry Hope Stanley, says the New Or- 
leans Post-Dispatch, was born in Eng- 
land in 1815. He ¢ame of good family 
and was highly educated: He had 
a brother whotwas killed by a fall from 
a carriage during the war. After his 
father’s death, which occurred early in 
Stanley’s life, his mother married an 
Episcopal minister. She is said to be 
still living and her son by the second 


marriage inherited Stanley’s fortune. 
The young Englishman was of inde-

He found a 
wife in the Lone Star state, but little 
in the way of fortune, and the couple 
determined to remove to the southern 
metropolis.” 

Although Stanley was twice married, 
neither wife bore him children. Their 
kind hearts hungered for the touch of 
baby fingers, and at various times the 
household adopted little orphans and 
bestowed as much love and care upon 
them as if of their own blood. Strange 
to say, none of these fatherless ones re- 
mained to comfort the closing years of 
their benefactor’s life. 

Joanna, the first adopted child, died 
after her marriage to a local druggist 
who has also passed away. Henry 
“Stanley Africanus” went into the 
world against his foster-father’s will 
and was never forgiven, while , Annie, 
who shared the home with the explorer, 
is said to'have eloped with the. coach- 
man. . | 

About this time Stanley made the ac- 
quaintance of an individual known as 
Cedar" Smith on account of, his busi: 
ness, which consisted in exporting 
louisiana cedar. About 1843 they took 

a trip up Red river on a cedar purchas- 
| ing expedition, intending to ship a 
large cargo to England. They were 
| gone some time. Facilities: for mail 
communication were neither rapid nor 
plentiful in those days. Stanley heard 
little of affairs at home. , Tie returned 
to New Orleans to find his wife had 
taken sick and died during his absence 
from home. Soon afterward he mar- 
ried Miss Miller, an Englishwoman. 

He then changed his business, becom- 
ing cotton weigher for the firm of 
Payne, Dameron & Co., the predeces- 
sors of Payne, Kennedy & Co.; later he 
| obtained employment with Wright, 
Williams & Co., in the same capacity. 
lie made a good deal of money in the 
days when there were fortunes in the 
cotton-press business. When the war 
broke out he took no part in the con- 
flict, but with his wife went over to 
England to revisit the scenes of his 
youth.: He left his dwelling, facing 
Annunciation square, in charge of Mrs. 
Stanley’s sister, Mrs. Walter Nicholl, 
who oceupied it with her husband dur- 
ing the absence of the Stanleys. When 
Gen. Benjamin Butler made his head- 


| quarters in New Orleans he ordered the 
| seizure of the 


house and the Commer- 
cial press, putting his soldiers in the 
latter. 

Mr. Stanley’s friends took advantage 
of his British birth and. fqreign resi- 
dence to appeal to the English consul. 
The latter promptly sent word to LBut- 


| ler to release the property within twen- 


ty-four hours. The orders were obeyed 
and the soldiers marched out and 
camped in Terrell’s press across the 
street. As soon as the war ended 
Stanley and his wife returned. Stan- 
ley resumed the cotton-press business, 
but was not as successful as in tlie ante- 
bellum days. In 1870 he sold the Com- 
mercial press to Lehnan & Abraham 
and bought the Liverpool press, which 
he conducted until his death, although 
he left the management principally, to 
James Randolph and George Johnson. 

In 1878 he wént up toa plantation to 
look after the crops, in which he was 
interested, suddenly became ill and jin 
twenty-four hours, was dead. — His sec- 
ond wife preceded him to the land of 
rest. .§ Mr. Stanley was a member of 
Mount Moriah lodge,.a prominent ma- 
sonic body, and was buried in its tomb 
at Metairie ridge.

THE BOOK OF MORMON. 


Its Historical Information of the Sort 
Known as ‘Important if True.” 


Out in Iowa a new kind of Mormon- 


sm has. appeared, says the New York 


Sun. “The church of the Latter-Day 
Saints is now old enough ‘to indulge in 
secessions and sects. For many years it 
has had the Josephites, composed, ac- 
cording to Brigham Young, of such as 
had “‘soured on Zion.” They renounced 


Young and all his works, particularly 
polygamy; but the Whitmerites,. it 
seems, now go further, and rejecting 
all, later revelations, even Joseph 
Smith’s, as apocryphal, found their 
theology on the bedrock of the words of 
Mormon and the other prophets wtrtose 


The’ time is auspicious for primitive 
faith, polygamy being doomed if not 
dead, and its practices discountenanced 
and disowned even by its former vota- 
ries. 

Mormon was a prophet inspired, ac- 
cording to the records attributed to him, 
to write an app2ndix to the Scriptures. 
Unlike Mohammed, his actual exist- 
ence as a historic character is accepted 
only by those who are called after his 
name: His work: was written, or 
graven, nearly fifteen centuries ago on 
thin metallic plates, about eight inches 
long by seven wide, held together by 
three rings. It was ‘sealed up in the 
year 420 A. -D., and: ‘deposited on the 
west side of a hill, along the base of 
which in the-fullness*of time, when 
America should have been. discovered 
by Columbus, and De Witt Clinton 
should be governor of New York, a mail 
road was to run between the town of 
Palmyra and the village of Manchester. 

The historical information in this ree- 
ord, which comprises sixteen distinct 
books, by different persons, was of the 
sort known as “‘important if true.”
